The East Los Angeles Board 
of Trade in War Paint, 


And Scouting for the Great Council- 
manic Kicker. 


A Section That Thinks It Has Been 
Slighted and Defied, 


Nathan Cole’s Rap d Transit Raliroad Project In- 
dorsed by ation—Nathan Promives the 
East Siders a Branch Line if 
They Stand In with Him, 


At the regular weekly meeting of the East 
Los Angeles Board of Trade, held at Camp- 
bell’s Hall last night, Mr. Councilman Bar- 
rett was handied without gloves. For seme 
time past there has been considerable feel- 
ing over what the peopl@.have consider@d 
the unfair discrimination of the City 
Fathers against that section of the city, and 
they determined to put in a vigorous pro- 
test. 

The meeting was ca!led to order shortly 
after 8 o’ciock by President Dexter, and 
after the reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting, J. A. Russ and Frank Marsh 
were proposed for membership and unani- 
mously elected, 

The following resolution was then read 
by the secretary: 

“Resolved, that this Board of Trade heart- 
ily indorses the project of Nathan Cole, Jr., 
and associates to build a storage battery 
electric railroad between Los Angeles and 
Pasadena by way of the Arroyo Seco. Keec- 
ognizing the importance of such a road and 
the vast benefits it will confer on a large 
section of East Los Angeles, the new terri- 
tory it will open up and the many citizens 
to whom it will afford street-car facilities, 
we therefore respectfully urge our honor- 
able City Council to grant Mr. Cele a fran- 
chise for such a railroad as applied for over 
the streets of New High, Virgin, Buena 
Vista, Arroyo, Grace, Pasadena aud Muid- 
land, and tothe northern boundary of the 
city. We also respectfully request our 
Councilmen on this side of the river to 
favor said franchise, and we ask Council- 
man Hanley to introduce these resolutions 
at the next meeting of the Council.” 

A motion was made that the resolutions 
be adopted, which was seconded, when 
some discussion arose, which resulted in 
Mr. Langworthy moving that the matter be 
laid. on the table. Mr. Cole, the projector 
ot the road, was called on for an exXplana- 
tion, and said that it was pro to also 
build a branch line by way of Chestnut or 
some other cross street. He said that sev- 
eral miles of the road had aiready been 
built, and had on hand about 830,000 
worth of steel rails and other material 
and all they were waiting for was a 
franchise. They were willing to commence 
work in 60 days, aad would guarantee to 
complete the road in one year. 

There was some further discussion, in 
which it was stated that one member of the 
Council had stated that he would oppose 
anything that c.me from the East Side, and 
he was sharply criticised for his hostility to 
East Angeles, The motion to adupt 
the resolution was then put to a vote and 
carried by an almost unanimous vote. 

President Dexter then called Vice-Presi- 
dent Carr to the chair, and addressed the 
beard. He said that he had been credibly 
informed durin hoa week that a prominent 
member of the ye Council had taken upon 
himself to malign t Los Angeles, and to 
deciare his hostility toward this section of 
the city. With these few preliminary re- 
marks, Mr. Dexter read the following paper, 
ashe said thatit would be better te Lave 
what he said in such shape that it could be 
referred to at any time: 

‘| am credibly informed that during the 
— week a prominent member of the City 
ncil of Los Angeles has been loud in his 
denunciation of this Board ot Trade and its 
resident. Why it is, 1 am at a loss to 
now. What has this board and its presi- 
dent done to incur the great disy /easure of 
Can any citizen of East 
les tell why this side of the river 
aod id bo denounced by one of the City 
Fathers? Have we, as a section of the city, 
ever asked for ss at the hands of the 
City Council which the best good of the 
cummon whole did not demand? 
“If it means that there is objection to, 
and an attempt to prevent, a proper organ 
zation of our citizens for the ny pn 
looking after the best good of East An- 
eles as a whole, then l say the Cuunciilman 
taken upon his shoulder a larger coo- 
tract than he wili be able to carry out in a 
lifetime. Ifit means that this Board of 
Trade has no right to pass resolutions and 
= the city to do the proper things pertain- 
to the welfare of Eresty owners and 
acon then we would ask why, and de- 
mand areason for the allegations made. 
If it means that any contractor is to be left 
to his own sweet will, regardiess of the 
rights of abuttors and property Owners on 
streets, we would desire to know why 
with a proper explanation. If it means 
that East Los Angeles has no rights which 
said Councilman deems desirabie to respect, 
it is well to know it. If it means that antag- 
onism against the presiding officer of this or- 
ganization and denunciation of his Course 
will cause him from presenting fairly and 
impartially the wishes of its members, then 
l assure him that he dves not know his 
man. Noawountof attempted bulldozing 
and intimidation will accomplish that ob- 
ject, Asa citizen,1 have only the best 
good of the city at heart, regardless of sec- 
tion and party. Asa resident of this part 
of the city, Lam interested in everything 
that pertains to its progress and improve- 
ment, and shall helpto the full extent of 
my ability. As president of _ this 
board, I shall not. shrink from any 
duty that may devolve upon me. 
“] am informed that the imperious Coun- 
cilman, in language not altogether elegant, 
said thatit in his power East Los Angeles 
should not have any.more favors granted 
her at the hands of the city government. I 
care not to refer at present to any other 
part of his remarks made to a member of 
this board. ‘That remark alone is sufficient 
for you to know, citizens of Ahis part of our 
fair city. It shows the position and ani- 
mus of one who should be impartial—who 
was elected to serve the whole city. l 
deemed it my duty to say what I have. 

“Finally, let there be paler of action. in 
this part of the city, asking for those things 
we need inacalm, manly, yet determined 
spirit.

DIED FROM THE SHOCK. 


A WIFE ACCOMPANIES HER HUS- 
BAND IO THE GRAVE. 


Sudden Death of Mrs. Sheridan Yes- 
terday from Heart Disease — A 
Doubie Inquest Over the Bodies 
of Husband and Wife.

IN SUMMHBR. 


Where to Go—How to Get There— 
What Can Be ~een—outhern Cal-

At this 
season of the year the man of leisure 
or of business is sampling the watering 
places, deciding that his constitution 
requires achange. The inhabitants of 
the valleys look yearningly toward the 
Pacific and the islands beyond, and 
the Santa Monicans and Long Beach- 
ers think of the Sierra Madres, the 
— cafions and wooded uooks, all 
within a short distance 

Los Angeles is the radiating point, 
and from it thousands depart in the 
heated term, some to get cool, others 
to get warm. The great bugbear is to

your mind.” 

Perhaps the greatest mistake that 
can be made is to leave Southern Cali- 
fornia to get cool. The writer came 
to Southern California in October, and 
the next June went te Manitou and 
Colorado Springs to escape the sup- 
posed inteuse summer heat of Southern 
California. I ran into a much greater 
heat and the daily rain and thunder- 
storms of the great upland plateau, 
finding Denver in July a place to flee 
from. Los Angeles in the greatest 
heat was comfortable compared to it, 
and two years’ experience have shown 
me that the summers in Los Angeles 
county, all ‘things considered, are far 
more comfortable than almost any 
place in the United States. When the 
mercury shows 8° or 95° in 
New York, Boston or Philadel- 
mes the following day’s newspapers 

ave acolumn of sunstrokes, and the 
death rate among young children is ap- 
palling. In Southern California the 
mercury may,in extreme seasons, show 
over 100°, yet laborers never think of 
stopping work, and a case of sunstroke 
is not heard of. A step under a tree 
or into the house, and you are comfort- 
able.

Here the natural history teacher 
of the normal college takes her pupils 
several t:mes a year, because she finds 
more shells and specimens in balf an 
hour than elsewhere in a week. The 
moment you sight the bluff you see the 
ridges of past-pliocene fossils staring at 

ou. They have been pushed up from 

@ surrounding water in ages past, 
and you stand face to face with old sea 
bottoms—so old that it makes your 
bead swim to think of it. 

Over on Rattlesnake--Island is a 
famous place for shells, and as here 
the fishermen haul the seine yon will 
find sharks, skates, rays, sharks’ eggs, 
sea brushes, anemones, crabs, Pontien 
ful phosphorescent animals looking 
like tadpoles and known. as renillas, 
and many more. Indeed, San Pedro is 
a famous place for the naturalist, or 
even the lover of curiosities, while the 
student of anthropology will find some 
of the hardest specimens on earth 
about the bucket shops and _ sailors’ 
‘boozing pens’ which Mr. Dickens 
tells us about. 

Santa Monica is the watering-place 
of Los Angeles county; easy of access, 
delightful when you get there, it is the 
favorite resort.

The cool trade wind, the shin- 
ing, white, gleaming sands, the 
blue, frothy, frosty water, all invite me 
to stay an become a Santa Monican in 
perpetuity. The hotels are good and 
numerous, and you can obtain accom- 
modations from a tent outfit at$la 
day, or less, up to any price you wish 


to pay. 

anta Monica is especially delight- 
ful, owing to its diversified scenery. It 
has a fine beach, extending for miles, 
and near at hand we have an entirel 
different phase—the mountains, wit 
their glades, valleys, cafions, etc., for 
the Sierra Santa Monica range, which 
starts up by Los Angeles, runs fairly 


into the sea here, giving us some won- | 


derful scenery—Arch Rock. etc. The 
drives in the mountains are fine, long 
and beautiful, and one may in a single 
moment enter the grim portals from 
the sea, and to ull intents and purposes 
be 50 miles inland. There is a decided 
move against campers on the beach 
pnd this year, and they will probabl 
pushed down and up toward Ol 
Cafion in one direction and to Ballona 
in the other. The shooting, fishing and 
swimming are all good here. 

Next to Santa Monica comes Long 
Beach. If you are a temperance man, 
and do not look upon the beer when it 
is frothy, this is the place—water, 
water, all around, The beach is fine, 
better for driving than Santa Monica. 
Here the good people lie on the sand 
and read tracks. Here the Chautau- 
quan meets and the truly good congre- 
gate. Long Beach has excellent hotels, 
and is a pleasant place—if one wants 
bathing alone. There are no bills near 
athand. The society is delightful, and 
a holy calm, so to speak, pervades the 
place. The bathing is fine and safe, 
and the long drive on the beach com- 
mends itself to man and beast. 

Besides these places there are many 
others a few hours from Los Angeles, 
where one may retire from the world. 
Ail along from Santa Monica north 
ou may find tents and tenters sleep- 
ing away their idle days on the sands, 
tuking that essential desideratum. a 
good, honest rest. ‘Tenting to the not- 
over-fastidious person has its charms. 
You can rent tents from the gun and 
sporting-goods men in town for little 
or nothing, with the entire outfit, guns, 
etc.

few weeks, in the writer’s estimation, 
isin the Sierra Madres. Get-~ up a 
club of ten or a dozeu; take your wives 
children and a doctor, a small band of 
burros, tents and other necessities, set 
suilfor the park at Wilson’s Peak. 
Here, 8000 teet above the valley, look- 


ing down Los Angeles chimueys, 
you will find an air, a climate, 
a view, a apsody, that will be 


a revelation. There in the upper range 
is the wonder land of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Look to the west and the 
limitiess ocean is before you. To the 
east, and mountains and cafions, con- 
stituting the most remarkable range in 
the world, stretches away; the trees 
are big, the water pure, and you feel 
young again. If this is too high, drop 
down into Sweitzer’s camp, which you 
see from here 10 miles further in. 
Cummodore Sweitzer has the most ro- 
mantic and picturesque home in the 
mountains. He meets you several 
times a week at Pusadena, takes you 
to the mouth of the Arroyo Seco aud 
there louds you upon his band of 
trained burros, and you go winding 
away up through the grand cafions, 
through scenes that bave never been 
described or equaled. It takes all day 
to get to Sweitzer’s camp and Virginia 
Fall, but when you get there once you 
wonder why you never thought of: it 
before, and think how little you really 
knew of Southern California and its 
real beauties. 

Even at Sweitzer’s the end is not. 
There is fine trout fishing, a new trail 
up a 10,000-foot mountain, where you 
can possibly snowball in July; there, 
too, are Barley Flats, with perhaps a 
buck or doe, and so with the com- 
pany you meet, the Los Angeles artists 
who frequent the spot, you can put in 
a week or a season, and come down 
from the mountains in the fall so 
changed that your best friends pass 
you by, If a lower elevation is re- 

uired, there is Dr. Gleason’s chaiet at 

Cacitas, just at the entrance of 
the cafion, with its lovely trails and 
wooded retreats. If you wish to spend 
more money, the Sierra Madre Villa is 
just along the slopes; or you will find 
a lower altitude at the Painter Hotel 
at Washington Heights. Wilder places 
are found up by the Cuafiada Valley.

If you wish to get still further away, 
try Murrietta, from where we take a 
horse and reach the Santa Rosa ranch, 
on the tiptop of the Temesula Moun- 
tains—a most delightful spot. A new 
town has been started, and probably 
ood accommodations can now be 
ound.

ou look upon the estate ot Parker 
eer, asingle ranch 70 square miles in 
extent. Over tothe south and east is 
the Indian village of Pachauga,where a 
week can be spept. There beneath you 
is Mrs. Ramona Wolf’s place. Beyond 
is Mt. San Jacinto, and within two or 
three hours Pala Mission and Valley. 
if you are fond of Nature, curious bu- 
man nature, out-of-the-way places, old 
mortars, Indian baskets, good old Cas- 
tilhan hospitality, take a run 
through this country. If a good 
wild camping ground is desired, 
ou will find it up in the slopes of San 
rnardino or San Jacinto. Here you 
can take your pick as to altitude, and 
in the big timber and wild woods find 
a glorious summer country. Here 
there are few, if any, fogs, no sudden 
showers, cool nights and renewed life. 
The writer could write for six months 
on these nooks and corners of the 
Southern California summerland and 
still find an enjoyment in the remem- 
brance.

Long-lost Plunder. 


There is achance for that awful sur- 
plus to be still further increased, should 
the Government get what is due it. 
Ii. B. Littlepags, a Virginian formerly 
serving under the Confederate States 
Government, was recently employed 
by the Treasury Department to look 
up personal property now held in ‘‘ad- 
verse possession’’ to which the United 
States has a valid claim. He reports 
that a large amount of property which 
was once owned by the Confederate 
Government, and should now’ be- 
long to the United States; has 
been fraudulently or improperly 
diverted or concealed. He _ gives 
an itemized statement of over 
$35,000,000 worth of such property,a 
large part of which he thinks may be 
recovered, even at this very late day. 
The list includes several very valuable 
Clyde-built steamers constructed by 
the Confederate Government and dis- 
posed of after the war by agents or 
captains of the vessels,some of which 
are now in the British Navy or British 
merchant marine, and specie, cot- 
ton, army and navy equipments, 
machinery, etc., disposed of by 
agents or held now in Great Britain. 
Besides these things, Mr. Littlepage 
enumerates iron works and lands, 
with flouring mills, machine shops, 
foundries and railroads in Marion and 
Davis counties, Tex., which cost the 
Confederate Government $3,000,000; 
Confederate mineral lands and iron 
works in Northern Alabama estimated 
at $1,000,000: two steamers and pro- 
ceeds of 1400 bales of cotton, together 
with other goods in and around Mem- 
phis, estimated at $1,000,000; railroads, 
railroad iron and sawmills, warehouses 
and merchandise in the State of Ala- 
bama; many million dollars worth of 
cotton that belonged to the Confeder- 
ate Government and was shipped from 
Brownsville, Galveston and Mata- 
moras after the war ended. 

Here is a bonanza! If too much of 
this plunder isnot in the hands of 
favored residents of the solid South, 
the Cleveland Administration may 
make an effort to recover the property; 
otherwise it will probably be a long 
time before Uncle Sam gets enough 
out of it to pay the expert’s salary. 


A Queer Alliance. 


The Herald again flies to the defense 
of the Prohibitionists—this time against 
the foul stigma that they are trying to 
beat the Republicans on Democratic 
funds, That cannot be, says our con- 
temporary, because Cleveland and 
Thurman are both poor men. We 
have yet to learn that Presidential 
candidates always put up the funds for 
a campaign. “The Prohibitionists 
are not mercenary.’”’ That may be, 
and probably is true, to a great extent, 
but their leaders are—most of ‘em— 
powerful mercenary—rum regulators 
for revenue only, as it were. 
The Herald admits that the Prohibi- 
tionists are determined to ruin the 
Republican party, and thinks they are 
right and will succeed, but doesn’t be- 
lieve they will have the least show 
against the Democrats. It depends 
largely whose jade is galled, doesn’t it, 
brother Herald? Finally, our brilliant 
and learned contemporary is kind 
enough to tell what it knows about the 
Republican party: — 

They know well that the Republican 
party comprises in its membership all the 
enthusiasms and visionary people of the 


country—-those who are generally grouped 
under the name of isms. 


This being interpreted, probably 
means that the Republican party is 
chiefly composed of men who carry 
their brains above their waist-bands, 
and have some ambition beyond the 
consumption of beer and ham sand- 
wiches in unlimited quantities. The 
Democrats also have their fair share of 
‘isms’ and visionaries—alcoholism, 
tor instance, and visions of snakes. 

We congratulate our ‘cold-water 
brethren on their new ally. Conscien- 
tious Prohibitionists must feel proud 
of the warm support of the saloon ele- 
ment. A few of them, however, may 
perhaps pause and ask themselves 
whither they are drifting. 


A Faulty Indian Bill. 


One of the departments of the United 
States Government in which" there is 
ample room for improvement and re- 
form is the Indian Bureau. In other 
departments mistakes and misrule gen- 
erally have, at most, financial loss for 
an effect, while errors in the govern- 
ment of our Indian tribes have fre- 
quently resulted in terrible loss of life. 

Recently Prof. Thayer framed a bill, 
which was. indorsed by the Mohawk 
conference, having for its purpose the 
providing of courts and legal protec- 
tion for the Indians in their transition 
state, as they fall under the pro- 
visions of the Dawes severaity law. 
and advance towards the complete 


bill, which has been put forward by 
Senator Morgan, is drawn in sucha 
way as to extend the authority of the 
agentzitistead of decreasingit. Friends 
of reform in Indian affairs are almost 
unanimous in the opinion that the 
powers of Indian agents should be 
diminished, and that the Indians 
should gradually be made more amen- 
able to the ordinary laws of the 
Territories, in the same manner as 
white men. The Morgan Bill estab- 
lishes police courts on each reser- 
vation, the Indian Agent being 
the chief judge, 
Indian judges being appointed by the 
Secretary of the Interior. As the Sec- 
retary would probably appoint such 
men as the agent might designate, the 
latter would reaily have despotic con- 
trol, and Indian agents are, unfort- 
unately, not always men to whom such 
power may safely be intrusted. The 
sentiment in the Territories—whose 
people are most closely affected by a 
faulty Indian policy, and who should, 
therefore, certainly be allowed some 
say in the matter—is in favor of mili- 
tary control, until the time comes to 
place the Indians on the same footing 
as white men, when the civil authori- 
ties will take proper care of them, and, 
contrary to a belief very current in 
eastern humanitarian circles, dispense 
equal justice between them and the 
white settlers. 


Tux suicide of a prominent judge of 
Massachusetts, during a fit of tempo- 
rary insanity, reminds one that suicides 
are becoming alarmingly frequent in 
this country. The terrible nigh pres- 
sure under which modern affairs, both 
business and professional, are carried 
on in the United States nowadays; the 
lack of physical exercise among brain- 
workers, and the undue use of stimu- 
lants in dozens of cunningly-devised 
forms to flog the lagging intellect into 
unnatural activity, tend to produce in- 
sanity as surely as the sun produces 
heat, or cold produces ice. Busy mer- 
chants and professional men cannot af- 
ford not to afford time to attend to 
their health. Nature cannot be cheated. 
She will exact full payment of all over- 
drafts that are made upon her.

TO MR. H. Z. OSBORNE, GREETING. 


The editor of the Evening Express 
printed in his paper yesterday afternoon an 
article intended asa rejoinder to certain 
strictures of THE Times on the course of 
certain members of the California delega- 
tion at Chicago, including the editor of the 
Express himself, who was one of the delega- 
tion. 

To take notice of this screed is an un- 
pleasant and repugnant duty to us; but we 
do not feel like passing it by, even though 
what may be said below shall be found to 
be a discussion of matters not altogether 
timely. 

The conspicuous feature of the ‘“re- 
jomder” is not jits reason, logic, or force, 
but the heat and choler displayed by the 
writer, who loses his temper, and, in fact, 
reaches the white-heat point before closing 
his intemperate, illogical and absurd dia- 
tribe against the editor of THe Timss. 
This is proof that Mr. Osborne does not 
feel sure of his ground, nor have confidence 
in the correctness of his positions. 

In the first place, there was no occasion 
for his exposing himself to merited criti- 
cism, in attempting to ward off which he 
loses his head, and uses a quality of lan- 
guage which, to put it charitably, does him 
no credit as editor or man. 

Commencing by dragging into a general 
discussion a personal allusion to the editor 
of this paper which was not provoked, not 
courteous, not appropriate and not neces 
sary, (and which is but a continuation of a 
long line of that sort of offensive tactics 
coming from the same quarter and directed 
at this writer,) Mr. Osborne succeeded in 
provoking a deserved counter blow that 
makes him wince; which is proof that he is 
sensitive on one of the points at issue, 
namely, his action as a delegate to the Chi- 
cago Convention. In his unseemly and tell- 
tale heat, Mr. Osborne permits himseif to 
use, in reference to this writer, such un- 
warranted expressions as “envious,” “truc- 
ulent,” “pugilistic demonstrations,” “‘cow- 
ardly insinuation,” ‘‘uncalled-for and inde- 
fensible attack,” ete. All this is poor 
and weak stuff, and it does not move us. 
The editor of the Express knows that he 
has no sufficient excuse for using such. 
language; he would not demean himself by 
stooping to use it in his cooler moments. 
He of course claims to be a man of courage 
himself, and he should not attempt to im- 
puge the courage or the manliness of 
another unless he is prepared to maintain 
his position, Mere vaporing does not 
count. The sort of abuse which he has 
permitted himself, ina heated moment, to 
indulge in editorially is simply cheap and 
nasty; it is the same sort of abuse that two 
or three other enraged ndividuals have 
heaped upon the writer, from me to time, 
without result—mere mad-dog frothing at 
the mouth, accompanied by no biting. 

Here is a sample of Mr. Osborne’s heated 
style, being the childish close of his en- 
tirely unnecessary burst of personal ill 
feeling:

wishes to alight. But we wish him to 
plainly understand that he cannot ride us a 
solitary rod. We have no bad record here 
or elsewhere to be dug up—no record that is 
not honorable—and every malicious insult 
aud envious sneer that he tries to apply to 
us will be slapped back into his own Lace 
with interest. We prefer peace; but, if we 
are forced to war, there will be fichting on 
both sides, and if there is any riding to be 
done we will do it ourselves,” 

This is language worthy of a spiteful 
child—of a fighting boy in short clothes— 
nothing more. It is language that is simply 
unworthy of its author. This talk about 
“riding” is chestnut stuff and nonsense of 
the poorest sort. When this “booted and 
spurred” cavalryman practices equestrian- 
ism he invariably uses a horse. We are 
fatigued of that sort of talk; and we spurn 
these threate. 

But to the points of Mr. Osborne’s 
grievance: -Putting the we!l-fitting shoe on 
his own foot, he takes violent umbrage 
because he supposes the editor of Tur 
Times “insinuated” that he, Mr. Osborne, 
did not fairly fulfill his obligation as a 
delegate to Chicago; that, in fact, he “went 
back on” Senator Sherman after having 
given it out, both here and there, that he 
was for the Ohio statesman. We desire to 
Say that we did not intend to insinuate 
anything touching this disputed point. 
‘We intended to plainly convey the idea, 
which we now state plainly, that Mr. 
Osborne did do that very thing; that he in 
fact deserted the standard of Senator Sher- 


‘man before even joining it (if a Hiber- 


niasm may be employed here). Our un- 
derstanding, in common with the under- 
standing of a number of Mr. Sher man’s un- 
wavering friends in Los Angeles—constitu- 
ents and supporters of Mr. Osborne in his 
capacity as delegate—was that he was a 
Sherman man and would vote for the Sen- 
ator in convention. He did not so vote, 
even once, although in a published inter- 
view held before the convention assembled 
he declared himself “the only Sherman man 
in the California delegation,” etc. If this 
interview and declaration can be shown to 
have been unfounded,. we shall promptly 
accept proof to that effect upon its produc- 
tion. t seemed to us that under the cir- 
cumstances it was the duty of Mr. Osborne 
to atleast demonstrate the faith that was 
supposed to be in him by casting at least 
one vote for the great statesman who is 
right on the coast’s interests, as well as the 
country’s interests. 
Mr. Osborne make the excuse that 
“There was not another man, so far as he 
could learn, in either the California, Ore- 
gon, Nevada or Colorado delegations or 
among the Territories who thought Senator 
Sherman’s nomination expedient.” 
Granting this to be true, we do not see 
how the fact should have peen permitted to 
affect Mr. Osborne’s vote. If it was right 
to give support to the Senator, the adverse 
action of all the other Coast delegates, who 
were not Sherman men and were not ex- 
pected to vote for him, constituted no suffi- 
cient reason or excuse why the one dele 
gate who was believed ‘to be a straight 
herman man should abdicate his prefer- 
ence. The writer cannot agree with Mr. 


-Osborne in his published execuse for his 
| defection when he says: 


“Under the circumstances it would have 
been an inexcusable act of folly to antago- 
nize so general a sentiment upon a personal 
preference.” 

No man ever loses by being true to his 
obligations—true from first to last. If it 
requires courage to uphold his fealty, so 
much the better for the man who exhibits 
such courage. It is the superb quality 
which full-made men respect in their 
fellows. 

The delegate from California or the 
coast -who, preferring Sherman or any 
other suitable candidate, might have stood 
up, singly and alone, in convention, and 
manfully voted his convictions, would have 
been respected, yea! honored, for his in- 
dependence and integrity—no fear of that. 
This people are too manly, brave and fair to 
have censured a delegate for doing such a 
thing, provided he violated no instructions 
and betrayed no trust. And in the case 
under consideration there 16 no pretense 
that anv instruction would have been 
violated, or any trust betrayed, by casting a 
vote for John Sherman. 

Let it not be ch that we under- 
take to “dictate” how men shall vote; 
we do not. We want to see every man 
master of his own actions and of his 
own vote. But what we insist upon is that 
&@ Dian, ora delegate, having once pledged 
his faith—in any given case, 
should make his p egood. Not blindly, 
stubbornly, senselessly adhering to a cause 
or a candidate beyond the point of 
tion, reason or practicability, but that he 
should boldly show his colors, prove his 
faith, demonstrate his loyalty. much is 
required by the obligation due from man to 
prot: by the obligation of. truth, honor and 

elity. 

But Mr. Osborne sets up the plea that he 
did not after all goto Chicagoas ‘a Sher- 
man man,” or at least as a “sure-enough’”’ 
Sherman man. He appears to be of the 
same style of politician as the New England 
man who was “‘in favor of the Maine liquor 
law, but opposed to its enforcement.” Our 
editorial delegate was a Sherman man ex- 
cept in the practical matter of voting for 
bim; there he was against the Senator. 

If, indeed, Mr. Osborne ean show that he 
was only a sentimental not a real 
friend of Sberman’s, and was under no 
promise or obiigation to vote for him, then 
we shall candidly and in good faith ac- 
knowledge our error and exonerate the re- 
calcitrant delegate from the censure hereto- 
fore and herein put upon bim. 

What we have said, and what we now re- 
peat, is, that our understanding was other- 
wise: and we say to Mr. Usborne, with per- 
fect sincerity, that not a few other men— 
whom we can persona!ly name to him if he 
require it—had the same uncerstanding. A 

int which-Mr. Osborne seers to forget 

that he, having acted in a public capacity, 
was and is auienable to public as well as 
private criticism by his constituents—ana 
the writer 1s one of those constituents. He 
should have self-possession, endurance and 
philosophy enough to “stand it.” 

As to his intemperate censure of the 
editor of Tue toucking criti- 
cisms of public men which have 
appeared in these columns—that is of no 
eousequerce, and we pass it by with the 
simple remark that we do not understand 
that the editor of the Express is “his (Re- 
publican) brother’s keeper,” or the keeper 
of any of the brethren in the church politi- 
cal, the church militant, or the church 
triumphant. And, further, THe ‘Times 
and its people will endeavor to paddle their 
own birch-bark canoe and continue to give 
the Republican party aa honest, loyal and 
independent support, and to bear the re- 
sponsibility of their acts, as well as the 
censure which their course may provoke, 
from within or without the party.

The families ofthe indians out are all 
here at the reservation.

CAUSED BY JEALOUSY. 


A Stockton Musband Shoots His 
Wife and Suicides. 

SrockxTon, Aug. 3,—|By the Associated 
Press.} John Chamberlain, a laboring man 
about 35 years oid, shot his wife probably 
fatally and killed himself shortly before 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 
startled by hearing three shots, and almost 
immediately the woman ran out, with blood 
running from her clothing. She was car- 
ried into a friend’s house, where physicians 
removed her to the County Hospital. Of- 
ficers were telephoned for, the neighbors 
fearing to go into the house where the mur- 
derer was. Sheriff Cunningham soon ar- 
rived and, with others, entered the shanty, 
finding the bedy of Chamberlain with a 
bullet hole in the center of his forehead. 
He lived nearly an hour, but did not speak. 
The physicians postponed probing the 
woman’s wound until tomorrow. She was 
shot in the right ear, but the ball can be 
felt a short distance back. It is feared the 
skull has been fractured and that death may 
follow, but this evening she was resting 
quietly. 

The woman says that her husband asked 
her to get him something from a room, and 
as she came out he shot her. She fell and 
rolled out of the front door. Just as he 
shot again, she regained her feet and ran, 
when the third shot, which killed him, was 
fired. She told the Coroner, this afternoon, 
that her husband had abused her a great 
deal; was very jealous, but without cause. 
At times he acted strangely, and a month 
ago he got up in the night and took a pistol 
to kill her, but was persuaded to put it 
away. He has done but little work for the 
past two months, and frequent quarrels 
were heard by the neighbors. Last week 
he went away looking for work, and re- 
turned and charged his wife with having 
been away from home at night during his 
absence. She had kept house some years 
ago for an old man named Huntington, 
living near this city, and Chamberlain fre-

SKEENA RIVER TROUBLES. 


Indians Still Threatening to Exter- 
minate the Whites. 
Victoria (B. C.), Aug. 4.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.} The steamer Cariboo ar- 
rived from Skeena River this evening. with 
the latest advices, which show that the 
indian situation is about the same as before 
telegraphed. Superintendent Koycroft and 
adozen provincial constables were passed 
70 miles up the river en their way to Hazel- 
ton. The Indians are opposed to the con- 
stables going up, but so far they bad pro- 
ceeded without molestation. The constables 
have built two bastions atthe Hudson Bay 
st and keep watch night and day. The 
ndians threaten that, if their chiefs are 
taken, they will kill all the white people 
they meet. However, the C Battery is to 
return on the next trip of the Cariboo. 


WENT ASHORE. 


The Star of Greece Wrecked—Seyen- 
teen Persons Drowned. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Advices received today by 
the steamer Alameda say that the ship Star 
of Greece went ashore near Adelaide Har- 
bor July 13th. On the next morning the 
afterpart or theship disappeared, and many 
of the crew, including the captain, were 
drowned. Several were crushed to death by 
wreckage. Six men jumped overboard to- 
gether, but their efforts to reach the shore 
were unsuccessful, and all perished. The 
total number of persons on board was 27, 
including two passengers, and of these the 
first and third officers, four men and four 


apprentices have been saved. All the others 
were drowned. 


A Detective Sent to Jail.

Voorhees Talks to a Terre Haute 
Auctience. 

Terre Haute (ind.), Aug. 4.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Democrats of this 
city and vicinity had a mass meeting to 
night, and Senator Voorhees made the 
opening speech in the Democratic campaign 
in Indiana. He said in part: 

“Every movement in the machinery of 
the Government set in motion by the Re- 
publican leaders and managers has been to 
swell and bloat the gains of the rich and 
increase the burdens of the poor.

By one 
dishonest stroke of a dishonest pen, guided 
and held by dishonest leaders of a great 
party, the debt which labor has to pay was 
sweiled 25 per cent.”

OLD WORLD 


Emperer William to Visit 


An Extensive Anarchist Plot Un- 
earthed in Austria, 


A Decree Issued for Trying the Reds 
Without Jury. 


Borlin Police Make a Raid on Immoral French 
Books—Italy’s Aggressions in Africa 
Causing Hostility on the Part of 
France—Foreign Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BERLIN, Aug. 4.—(Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.| Emperor 
William’s monarchical itineracy since his 
interview with Prince Bismarck at Fred- 
ericksruhe, has been modified in most direc- 
tions. It was supposed that the Emperor, 
in accordance with a family arrangement, 
would pay his respects to the Queen of 
England during her projected stay at 
Baden. The Queen, however, has intimated 
through the German Embassy at London 
that she did not intend to go to Baden or 
any other place on the continent. Yes- 
terday a formal note was sent by 
Prince Bismarck through the English Em- 
bassy asking that the Queen receive 
Emperor William, who intended to visit 
England. The Emperor will arrive in 
london in November, during the winter 
session of Parliament. Under present cir- 
cumstances His Majes.y’s visit to England 
wili bea state and not a family affair, and 
the Queen must meet him in London or at 
Windsor. Foreign officials believe that 
Prince Bismarck intends to accompany Em* 
peror Williain to England for the purpose 
of conferring with the Queen on affairs re- 
lating to the late Emperor Frederick. 
Nothing is settled regarding the Emperor’s 
proposed interview with King Humbert. 

The Papal Nuncio continues to urge the 
Emperor to forego his visit to King Hum- 
bert, unless the meeting takes place at 
Milan or Turin. 

Communications are passing between 
Prince Bismarck and Sig. Crispi, ltalian 
Prime Minister, on the subject of the mar- 
riage ot the Duke of Aosta with the daugh- 
ter of Prince Napoleon. French monarch- 
ists expect that the alliance will divert 
Italy from Germany, and assist in resusci- 
tating Bonapartism. Sig. Crispi is under- 
stood to repudiate any responsibility for the 
match. 


SEVERE DECREE AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 

Continued arresis have been made since 
Thursday morning of suspected Socialists 
in Berlin, Hamburg, Leipsic, Frankfort and 
every center. They are supposed to be 
associated with an Anarchist plot in Vienna 
for a simultaneous attempt to rob tha pust- 
offices and banks in Austria and Southern 
Germany. The Berlin police bureau has 
averted arresting the leading Soci .lists, 
but under communications from Vienna 
are shadowing the Austrian Aprchisis. 
An imperial Austrian decree, signed by the 
whole Cabinet, susnends trial by jury in 
charges against narchists throughout 
five provinces, including Prague, Brunn, 
Olmutz and Gratz. The decree is to 
remain in force for one year. It empowers 
the Government, without judicial warrant, 
to arrest, imprison and execute not only So- 
cialists, but persons sheltering suspects. I[t 
forbids the sale, possession or manufa. ture 
of arms and ammunition; prohibits public 
meetings or the assembling of crowds; auth- 
orizes the police to make domiciliary visits, 
and to search newspaper offices and take 
summary measures regarding editors, 
aud imposes stringent rules respecting 
passports on the arrival and departure 
of foreigners. Arbitrary as the decree ap- 
pears, it is upon the Gov- 
ernment by Anarch‘st conspiracies. It 
is analogous to the deciee of 1884, 
when American Anarchists sent some of 
their associates to to burn Vienna. It 
is based upon the discovery of extensive 
preparations to chy capture the Govern- 
ment offices and the money which is there 
stored and which is least protected. The 
Austrians held constant intercourse with 
Anarchists in France, England, Switzer- 
land and America. Only a small section of 
German Anarchists are affiliated with them. 

CLERICALS OUT IN THE COLD. 

The combination of Government parties 
has strongly cemented the National Lib- 
erals. The Conservatives have agreed to 
nominate common candida and the 
Ciericals, who hoped to isolate the National 
Liberals and unite forces with the Con- 
servatives, arc how left out in the cold. 
The Nationals are seizing advantage of an 
incident that occurred on Sunday in 
the Evangelical church at Solingen 
to ridicule the  Clericals. Pastor 
Thummel, who was lecturing there 
on adoration of relics at a ceremonial which 
recently occurred at Aix la Champelle, 
acc the Archbishop of Cologne of bias- 
phemy and breach of the third comman‘- 
ment. The burgomaster of Solingen, who 
is a Catholic, but who was present in the 
church in his official capacity, rose and or- 
dered the congregation to disperse. Pastor 
Thummel forbade the congregation to go, 
and concluded the service amid intense 
suppressed excitement. The pastor de- 
clared his intention to prosecute the burgo- 
master for brawling in a place of worship. 
The whole German press discusses the in- 
cident rather to the disadvantage of the 
Clericals.

Scheme for a Popular Musical Festi- 
val—A Rich “Layout” 

By the courtesy of a member of the Ellis 
Club, the following interesting extracts 
from a private letter are made, witha view 
to a more general knowledge of the oppor- 
tunity musical people will have in the near 
future to aid in an admirably conceived 
plan for a great musical festival, sach as is 
now a feature of all enterprising cities, 
both East and West. The letter is from 
Mr. Charlies E. Locke, the well-known 
manager of the National Opera Company, 
that was so well received here two years 
ago.

The 
forces employed in such a festival would 
be: A large local chorus, trained by a local 
director; an orchestra of about forty first- 
class players; six or seven first-class vocal- 
ists, a solo pianiste, an accompanist and a 
conductor; all but the loc 1 chorus and 
orchestra to be seut from the East.” Here 
Mr. Locke goes into the details of the affair 
ee minutely, and ends his etter as fol 
ows. 

‘Here let me say that every city that has 
established a yearly or bi-yearly festival 
has found that itis a good thing for the 
city, and I do not see why you should not 
do in Los Angeles what has n done else- 
where. A few prominent, public-spirted 
men should form an association, and by de- 
voting in one week a little time and talk, 
make the subscription a popular success. 
You will find that the public will sustain 
you, and if they ever have one festival, will 
want. more. he whole thing will be 
exclusively a Los Angeles _ affair. 
None of the singers willappear atany other

Something About the County's Poor 
Farm Near Downey. 

Los Angeles is not behind her sisters in 
the matter of looking after her poor and in- 
firm. For some years past the poorhouse 
has been located in the eastern portion of 
the city, just across the Los Angeles River. 
Thousands of peopie have been accommo- 
dated in this big structure, but thecounty 
officials came to the conclusion that the 
building and grounds were too limited to 
accommodate the great number of indi- 

ents, who are growing as rapidiy in npum- 
ber asisthe city in size and population. 
As soon as the Supervisors arrived at this 
conclusion they arranged to selithe old 
building and grounds. The place was dis- 
posed of at auction last week. A beauiful 
spot about two miles west of Downey was 
chesen some time ago as the site for the 
future poorhouse and farm. The tract com- 
prises about 160 acres of the finest land in 
the county, and when it is properly im- 

roved it will be one of the prettiest places 
fn Southern California. 

A Times reporter yesterday called on 
Kysor, Morgan & alis, the architects 
who have gotten up the plans for the build- 
in Mr. Morgan was found, and stated 
that the first buildings on the grounds will 
be -completed on the ist of Novem- 
ber next. Three buildings are now 
being constructed. They are to be 
45x75, of brick, two stories high, and will be 
wey plain, but they wiil have all the 
modern conveniences and will accommo- 
date about 200 patients. 

Plans have been drawn fora large num- 
ber of buildings, but they will not be built 
until they are needed. In the meantime 
the grounds will be handsomely arranged, 
and alarge orchard will be set out. it is 
the intention of the Supervisors to give the 
able-bodied patients something to do to 
keep them out of mischief. The buildings 
are arranged in a half circle, with beautiful 
grounds in front and the orchards in the 
rear. In speaking of the new farm Mr. 
Morgan said: 

“When all of the buildings are completed 
and the orchards and gardens are in good 
trim the poor farm will one of the vretti- 
est spots on the face of the globe. ‘The farm 
is beautifully situated, and if the plans are 
carried out the poor will have a home that 
cannot be surpassed in the United States.”
